Col. Repington Asserts 
Foe Failed in Double 
Envelopment.

LONDON, April 21-—There can be 
little doubt that Von Armin’s attack on 
the Belgians in the Bixschoote sector 
Thursday last was intended to be the 
northern part of a double enveloping 
attack, of which the other part was a 
German attack from the south on the 
line from Wytschaete to Bailleul. 

The idea was to ring up and cut off 
the retreat of the British defenders of 
the Ypres salient, but the plan was 
foiled by the good counter of the Bel- 
gians at Bixschoote, by the arrest of 
the southern attack, and by the timely 
retirement from eastern positions of 
the famous salient—a retirement 
which, indeed, had been incompleted 
before the attack on Bixschoote was 


launched. . 

By Naval Division. 
Thi latter attack was apparently 
delivered by a second naval division 
which belongs to Von Armin’s Fourth 


army. by the Fifty-eighth division, 


which has, I think, not recently fig- 


| ured on the western front, and by the 


Sixth Bavarian reserve division, pre- 
viously in Alsace but attached to Von 
Hutier’s Seventeenth army temporar- 
ily as a reserve early in the current 
month and not actually engaged in 
the attack on our Fifth army. 

On the whole, therefore, there is no 
proof as yet that important forces 
have been detached from other Ger- 
man armies further south for the 
prosecution of the northern attacks, in 
which are engaged only the Fourth 
and Sixth German armies, with an 
approximate strength: of thirty divis- 
ions, reinforced by a few others from 
elsewhere. 

Fine Belgian Defense. 

The fine defense of the Belgians at 
Bixschoote and their most prompt and 
successful counter attack fill us with 
admiration and show that the Belgian 
army is ready, ab ever it was, to take 
a prominent part in the war. 

We are certainly no less sensitive of 
comradeship of the Portuguese, on 
whom fell the first brunt of the attack 
of the Sixth German army, and ac- 
counts from the front which testify to 
the courage of our old friends in try- 
ing circumstances are a great pleasure 
to us all. 

The Rome report that Italy, not yet 
attacked, has been able to spare troops 
to help her allies in France, is also 
very satisfactory, while we know Amer-

These proofs of solidarity of the al- 
lies in the presence of common danger 
are as highly gratifying to us as they 
must be vexatious to the enemy. Even 
if this attack of two German armies is 
something of an intermezzo it is still 
imporant, and there are as many Ger- 
many divisions employed in it as there 
were at the height of the attack on 
Verdun. 

It is a part of the German theory 
that the whole of the enemy’s front 
must be attacked even when the cul- 
minating action takes place upon the 
wing and it is certainly true that the 
whole front of the British armies is 
now attacked. 

We have probably some ninety Ger- 
man divisions on our front, including 
the armies of Von Below and Von Der 
Marwitz, but as there are over 200 
German divisions on the west and the 
figure may reach 220, the complete de- 
velopment of the enemy’s plan of at- 
tack has not yet been reached.

COAL PRODUCTION. 

It can easily be shown that even a maximum 
production of coal will be littie more than sufficient 
to supply the needs of the country during the year. 
Maximum production would probably provide a 


narrow surplus which certainly ought to be main- 


tained as a margin of safety. 

In all probability we shall have no margin of 
safety. We shall be fortunate if enough coal is 
produced to avert a repetition of the coal shortage 
of last fall. The present outlook does not give any 
assurance that even a worse calamity is not likely 


tio occur. 


The spring and summer seasons are the most 


_ favorable of the year for coal production. They 
ought also to be the most favorable for transpor- 
tation. Yet, as Mr. Hyde shows in his articles, 
many of the mines are operating half time or less, 
and there is said to be a “ mysterious” shortage 
det empty cars. If this is the situation in favorable 


times, what may we expect next winter? 
The responsibility for maintaining maximum 
production and distribution of coal rests with the 


_ fuel administrator and the director general of 


railroads. The responsibility would still be theirs 
even if it could be shown that failure to discharge 
it was due to unavoidable causes. „ Sumac 
every indication that the causes of present 
unsatisfactory situation were not and are not 
wna voidable. | ' 

It is not possible, for instance, to fustify a con- 
troversy between Mr. McAdoo and Dr. Garfield 
which serves directly to decrease production at the 
mines. It is proper for Mr. McAdoo to try to effect 
economies in railroad operation, but it is highly 
improper for him to make the attempt at the 
expense of coal production. | 

This particular controversy has been settled by 
the intervention of the president, and it is hoped 
that the settlement will produce immediate results. 
But there is an obvious lack of harmony between 
the fuel administration and the railroad admin- 
istration which cannot be overcome by a single 
presidential flat. It is clear that without the 
closest cotperation between the fuel administrator 
and the director general of railroads the mines 
cannot be kept running full time Einer there 
will be a shortage of cars or a shortage of orders. 
Both conditions now exist. It is the duty of Mr. 
McAdoo and Dr. Garfield to remedy them. It is 
the duty of these officials to forget selfish interests 
and work together to avert a national calamity. 


SENTIMENTALITY AND CRIME. 
The sentimentalism of this community is incor-

Is our social. sense of justice so perverted that 
we can see neither the unfortunate victim in the 
past or the next unfortunate victim in the future? 
Can we not appreciate that the security of a 
community is based principally upon the commu- 
nity‘opinion? No actual instruments of protection 
can work or will work effectively when they are 
rted by community intent. 3

THE PROPOSED COURT MARTIAL.

In 
various stages of legislative enactment there are 
the new espionage bill, the new bill against sabo 
tage, and a numerous array of other resolutions 
and amendments of like tenor. 

The latest remedy appears to be that proposed 
by Senator Chamberlain, who. is urging a bill to 
declare the entire United States a military sone. 
In that event offenders against the government, 
or those accused of being offenders, would be sub- 
ject to trial by court martial. The military au 
thorities would be empowered to determine what 
was traitorous and to enforce their decisions with 
a firing squad. 

It it is necessary to declare military law in order 
to protect the nation from enemy agents, the na 
tion must be prepared to accept it. If the court 
martial is the only means of suppressing sedition, 
espionage, and sabotage, then we shall have to 
have the court martial. But before we have re 
course to such measures we might well inquire 
whether our apprehensions are not betraying our

SLIP-SHOD APPROPRIATION METHODS. 
[From the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
Making appropriations for the coming fiscal year, 
congress is going ahead on the same haphazard 
want of system that caused it to overshoot the mark 

last year. 

It was then estimated that the cost of the war 
for the present fiscal year ‘would amount to $18,- 
000,000,000. This was made up of demands of va- 
rious departments and bureaus. It was appropriated 
and it now turns out to have been some $5,000,000,000 
above what could be used. What the aggregate for 
the coming year will be can only be guessed at untj! 
the appropriations are made. 

The army appropriation bill, however, affords a 
good illustration of the way things are done. On 
original estimates it carried $6,600,000,000, but it has 
grown in amount to some $10,000,000,000, as one 
bureau or another has been able to think up some- 
thing new that an appropriation should be made 
for. That sort of revision is still going on. 

The government must have the money it needs to 
go on efficiently with its work, but its needs should 
be provided on system. A budget system would put 
matters in shape to enable congress and the départ- 
ments to act with more intelligence, and prevent that 
vast waste to which the president referred ln a recent 
message. 

With the government expending so many billions 
annually, a budget becomes a hecessity. All esti-

PROGRESS ON INLAND WATERWAYS 


ASHINGTON, D. C., April 21. 

—([{Special.]—The great prog- 
ress which has been made in 

the last six months in the 
utilization of inland waterway trans- 
portation in the middle west, especial- 
ly the development of terminal facili- 
ties, is shown in a report which has 
just been made public by Secretary 
of Commerce Redfield. | 
“Minneapolis,” the report says, 
“has built a concrete retaining wall 
and filled in a quay behind. During the 
summer of 1917 freight was discharged 
there from barges brought up the 
Mississippi from Illinois. The city 
plans to equip this quay with sheds, 
warehouses, and handling devices. 
Coal from the mines of Illinois and the 
Ohio valley and flour from the Minne- 
apolis mills to the south may form 
the basis of an important water moved 
commerce to this city. 
“St. Paul ie now taking an active 
interest in the movement of coal from 
the south and of iron ore to the south, 
and has constructed a practical sys- 
tem of pockets on the bridge'of the 
St. Paul terminal railroad, from which 
Minnesota iron ore is loaded direct 
into barges below. A coal dock is now 
being built, to be completed this year. 
“ Davenport is one of the pioneer cit- 
les on the upper Mississippi in the 
movement to restore the commercial 
use of the inland waterways. Its proj- 
ect for the development of its harbor 
front is a large one. The estimated 
cost is upward of $760,000, which pro- 
vides for a retaining wall, dock, and 
slips. Incidentally, the work will re- 
claim land which the Greater Daven- 
port committee estimates will yield 
the city $2,500,000 in land values. All 
switching within the terminal limits 
and the operation of all handling and 
loading devices are to be kept under 
the direction of the levee commission. 
The first unit of this terminal has been 
completed,

Ready to Build Engines.

We can go wikhout wheat and other 
teereals if we can eat in some connec- 
tion less than one-half the weight of 
that cereal in butter. 
by combining with potatoes and other 
vegetables. In the case of the potato 
we have a near equivalent of the wheat 
and one better for our general health. 
Whole milk, as purchased contains 
325 calories, but calories are entirely 
secondary, or almost negligible in the 
consideration of milk as a food. But- 
ter contains up to 3,600 
pound, and butter calories are of first 
consideration. Two pounds of butter 
then yield us 7,200 calories, or energy 
enough tor several days of splendid 
activity. One pound of butter and one 
pint of milk do not yield 4,000 calories, 
and gelatine added to these may mean 
less than nothing.

OUR pages of a copy of Tus Tris- 

UNE published the morning of 

June 3, 1884, were found yester- 

day by Capt. John Heron in an 
old desk at the Hawthorne racetrack, | 
which has been converted to the use 
of the quartermaster’s department.

Most of the editorial columns are 
devoted to news of the Republican con- 
vention which nominated James G.

The convention opened that morning 
in Chicago, and the classified depart- 
ment contains three appeals for tick- 
ets by belated visitors who offer good 
prices. 

A contrast of prices with those of 
the present day is espetially striking. 
The following is taken from the mar- 
ket page: 

Flour was quoted at $4.25 a barrel. 
Hard spring wheat was quoted at 944 
cents a bushel, oats at 32 cents, rye at 
62 cents. A dispatch from Elgin said: 
The butter market opened strong at 
20 cents. 

There was not a single account of 
an automobile accident, but a thrill- 
ing story of a civil suit over a colli- 
sion between a tug and a canal boat. 
Elegant surries and top buggies, as 
well as saddle horses, were offered for 
sale under a column devoted to 
“Horses and Carriages.” 

The day's grist of court news de- 
veloped three divorce cases. Today 
ten times this number is a fair av- 
erage.

A Dangerous Subject. 

I do not wish to let the topic of sex 
run away with me; I am already suff. 
ciently identified with it. But before 
leaving it, I must point out that sex is 
a dangerous subject to study, because

it is the only remaining subject which 
has not been opened up freely to scien- 
tifle investigation. In the last genera- 
tion religion was also a taboo ques- 
tion, At present any one can safely 
do or say anything he pleases about 
religion, but the subject of sex is so 
dangerous that it can be handled with 
safety only by committees or commis- 
sions of safe and respectable men, and 
not by individuals, and even then it 
possesses unsuspected possibilities of 
danger to the reputation of those con- 
cerned. 1 
By some unaccountable misconstruc- 
tion I was at one time made a member 
of the Chicago vice commission. Other- 
wise this commission was constituted 


of about thirty high-minded men and 


women of an eminently “ representa- 
tive” character. They proceeded with 
extreme conservatism and explicitly 


in the introduction to its report: “ The 
commission has kept constantly in 
mind that to offer a contribution of any 
value such a contribution must be (1) 
moral; (2) reasonable and practical; (3) 
possible under the constitutional pow- 
ers of our courts, and, (4) that which 
will square with the public conscience 
of the American people.” 
What could be more cautious? Nev- 
ertheless the postoffice declared the re- 
port obscene literature, and the mem- 
bers of the commission were technically 
liable to a penitentiary sentence. In 
view of the dignity and numbers of 
the commission no action was taken, 
but what would have happened to the 
man who sowed that report single- 
handed? 
Disclaims N 
I must add that while I did not logi- 
cally belong to the commission and did 
not concur in its report [I was in 
Burope at the time the report was 
completed], I dissented from each and 
every one of the conditions laid down 
in the paragraph I have just quoted. 
While I think that a scientific report 
would have had no regard for ejther 
existing moral norms, or reasonable 
and practical considerations (implying, 
I presume, a consideration of the rate 
of wages paid to girls], or possibility 
under the constitution, or the public 
conscience of the American people—I 
have a profound respect for the mem- 
bers of the commission and for their 
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work, eee dened aaa 
face @ penitentiary sentence, and they 
did unwittingly tend to lift the taboo 
from the sex question by identifying 
themselves with its investigation. 

The standpoint to be taken in any 
conflict between the interests of the 
individual and society is; What is of 
the greatest benefit to the communt- 
ty? The difference in this respect be 
tween primitive and civilized societies 
is that the former appreciate the indi- 
vidual for his conformity with tradi. 
tion, the latter for his efficiency in pro- 
moting civilization. The public which 
in its reaétion to individual behavior 
applies the standard of conformity in- 
stead of the standard of cultural ef- 
ficiency thereby shows that it stands 
on the level of savage and pagan 80- 
cieties, not of civilized life. | 


Error of Society. 

The great error of modern society, 
and particularly of American society 
-an error so absurd that it can be 
explained only by a complete mental 
inertia of social groups—is that while 
it expects from its members original 
and creative work for the benefit of 
the community, it continually hinders 
them from doing it by all kinds of 
special regulations. For the chief and 
indispensable requirement for original 
and efficient cultural activity is free- 
dom of work and ane?! of personal 
development. 

Only an nl lend highly 
developed personality with a wide 
sphere of interests and a comp lib- 
erty of actfon can create works which 
promote civilization and are not a 
mere repetition of the past.

Duty of Society. | 

The chief duty of society with re 
gard to those who work for the ad- 
vance of civilization is simply to inter- 
fere with them as little as possible and 
to provide them with the equipment 
they need. Nothing but the minimum 
of legal order necessary for the exist- 
ence of the society should be the limit 
of the sphere of privacy which any 


society understanding its own interests 


should leave to its scientists, artists, 
inventors, its economic, ppptal, and po- 
litical workers. 

American society not u tends to 
include in its legal regulations pro 
scriptions which hindér the normal 
functioning of its members but public 
opinion tends to exceed the limits of 
the law in its imposition of old and 
dead customs. And in this respect the 
American university shares the de 
fects of the American public. 

The institution from which I was. 
dismissed is, in my opinion, the most 
liberal in America, but in its quick and 
eager response to public opinion (an- 
ticipating even the action of the law) 
it showed a demand for the maximum 
of conformity from its members and 
an unwillingness to concede any sphere 
of privacy in sexual life. This was to

The Russian Method. 

In Russia, under Nicholas I. tne 
university was forbidden to occupy 
itself with any present social prob- 
lems—economic, political, religious, so- 
ciological.

Does the 
American university wish consistently 
to occupy the Russian position? I 
think it does. 

Whether our present universities 
will gradually die in 80 far as the 
study of the present is concernel, or 


whether they will reeonstitute them- 


selves on a basis which will include 
the present, or whether there, will 
arise completely free institutions for 
the study of actual, concrete life with- 


out any limitation whatever to the) 


investigator except efficiency is a mat- 
ter which only the future will show. 


Certainly it is the ardent wish of many | 


academic men interested in the present 
to be incorporated in a completely 
free institution. 

The chief conclusion of what I have 
sad up to this point is that society 
ought to leave a larger share of the 
interests of its members in the region 
of private life, and that this is not to 
be regarded as the concession of a 
luxury to the individual but as u con-. 
dition of his efficiency. 


Some Safe Fields. 
There are of course regions of pri- 


vate life in which the state and the- 


public do not interfere. In matters 


of food, clothing, in our religious, and, 
to some extent, in our artistic inter- 


ests we are left unmolested. 


But there is also a large region of 


sexual life, both inside and outside of 
marriage, in which the state and the. 
public should not concern themselves. 

We cannot here discuss the limits of 
private and public life in the sexual 
field, but society certainly should not 
interfere with the free association of 
mature persons capable of planning. 
their own lives and seeking their own 
values, and it certainly should interfere 
in the case of the immature and those 
incapable of doing so. My own asso- 
ciation with women has been varied, 
but always of a constructive not a 
destructive kind, according to my 
standards. 

I have met many women in many 
situations which would be called com- 
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this 


to 
higher levels of efficiency. 


As to Public Opinion. 

Iam impressed, as every one must be 
impressed, with the fact that in the 
present state of public opinion nothing 
but the question of publicity lies be 
tween security and disaster in many 
eases which lie clearly in the region of 
private life. As an example of this, I 
will cite a case, not so much because | 


because it is remotely mn with 
the present case: 

A statement has 0 in the 
daily press that I spent an evening 


‘with Mrs. Granger in her room at the 


Colonial hotel. The facta are these: 
Not Mrs. Granger, but her sister, called 
me over the phone and stated that she 
had agreed with a committee of women 
to sell Liberty bonds for one week, and 
asked me to come and help her write 
@ better speech than the one the com- 
mittee had asked her to memorize. 

I went, and told her to say, not what 
the committee had recommended, but 
something like the following: “We 
are all prone to let pass opportunities 
to do things at the proper moment, 
thereby losing forever the opportunity 
and at the same time losing some value 
that we can never recover. I knew 
parents who had a very dear and very 
sick child, but delayed incurring the 
expense of a skilled doctor and a hos- 
pital and thereby lost a life which 
could never be recovered. Money is 
one of the lowest of values, but by fail- 
ing to contribute it at this moment you 
stand a chance of losing beyond re- 
covery civilization, which is, in fact, 
the life of the world.” 


Mrs. Granger Quoted. 
She replied: “ Yes, I had a very dear 
and talented friend. Recently she 


died of consumption in a dirty back 
room of a New York hotel. 


Her 
friends knew that she could be saved 
by sending her away, but they de 
layed, and finally spent more on her 
funeral than would have restored her 
to health.” 

I told her that was her speech, and 
started to leave, but she importuned 
me to help her write it. We were 
in the lobby of the hotel, but with 
the consent of the manager, we went, 
along with her sister, to her room and 
wrote it. This act was clearly within 
the region of my private life, but 1 
suppose that if the manager had 
planned it and the press had given 
it publicity, this incident could also 


now occupy. 
The Present Incident. 
As to the incident which has pro- 
voked this statement from me, Mrs. 
Granger is a mature and ambitious

I am therefore not guilty of this 
charge as it is understood, but I am 
guilty of holding views and being 
capable of practices not approved by 
our social traditions. 

And, finally, I avail myself of this 
unsought opportunity to say that I am 
in the curlous position of being classed 
as ultra, not to say foolishly, radical, 
while in my own opinion I am rather 
conservative. is partly due to 
such expressions I have made in 
this statement and partly to senational 
reproductions in the daily press of cer- 
tain statements in one of my books. 
I refer to this point not at all in 
my own interest, but to point out that 
the problem of a higher level of et- 
ficiency is the main problem of the 
nation, and that the newspapers would 


serve this end better if they would 


convey to the public more of informa- 
tion and less of sensation regarding 
the views of men in precarious posi- 
tions, who nevertheless attempt to 
make their views articulate.

Further Explanation. - 

| Again, I am quoted as saying that 
woman is mentally on the same plane 
as the savage.
